in the Kingdom of England; And he feverely con- 
demned thofe Seditious,: and Brain-fick People 
( for fo he call’d them) who under the Colour 
of the Gofpel, would have brought in Dif- 
order and Confufion ; and concludes, that his 
Judgment was clearly and fully for Uni+ 
formity in all its Parts and utnioft extent of it, 
either in point of Dodtrine, or in point of Prays 
ers, and the Rites and Ceremonies thereof. |
